wreck was icaused by a misplaccd 
frog,alleged by the crew of the ditched 
train, to be due to the carelessness of 
the section foreman. 


The train was north bound and run­ 
ning extra and was in charge of Con­ 
ductor William Southern and Engi­ 
neer George S. Scoit. It comprised l£ 
cars of coal and a number of empties. 
It was not scheduled to stop at Sodus 
and the train approached the station 
under nearly a full head of steam. 


The only warning to the trainmen 
that the track ahead was unsafe was 
convoyed in a green flag nailed to the 
tics a short distance beyond the point 
where the section men were making 
repairs. 
The ’green tlag is a si^na^ to 
slow down but there is a heavy grade 
just south of the station and it was im­ 
possible to get the heavily loaded train 
under control in the short distance be­ 
tween the tlag and the point where the 
workmen had removed the frog and 
were repairing the track. 


When the section men saw the train 
approaching the frog was placed in 
position but the workmen were not 
given time to spike it down and an 
accident was in»ivituble. The train was 
thundering along und the'engine and 
nine ears pasijed over the defective 
track before the crash came. 


The continual jarringon the unsuikcd 
frog threw it out of {)ositlon ana the 
tenth car left the truck and ploughed 
along over the ties 
Those following 
crashed into it and four cars were 
hea{)ed into a promiscuous pile, being 
shattered into fragments. The remain­ 
ing cars of the detached {)ortion of the 
train were all badly damaged and ^ the 
wreck will result in a heavy loss to the 
company. 


The main track and the siding were 
torn out and the rails bent and twisted 
in all kinds of shapes. 
The accident 
happened at 9:!10 and a few hours later 
the company had several section g<«ngs 
working on the wreck, and this after­ 
noon the wrecking tram is on the 
scene. 
It is expected to get the track 
cleared by 8 o’clock tonight. 


The passengers, buggage and express 
on passenger train No. 25 going soutn 
at 1 o’clock a. m. and passenger train 
No. 22, arriving here at 2 o’clock, p. 
m., were transferred at Sodus. 
The 
engine with the nine cars which passed 
over the defective track arrived here 
with the train’s crew at 1 o’clock. 


The wreck is apt to reault in the 
suspension of several employes. 
The 
trainmen claim that the section men 
should have had a danger signal a 
mile beyond the point whore the frog 
was being replaced in which case the 
train would have been stopped.

There w'ere tears in her eyes as she 
sank Into the witnesa chair. The wom­ 
an was Mrs. Wilhelmina Miller, sister 
of Mra. Luetgert. So firmly Impresaed 
Is ^ e th at Mrs. Luetgert Is dead th at 
■lie some w'eeks ago donned the garb 
of mourning in memory of her sister. 
Mrs. Miller testifled, while her brimming 
eyes were fixed upon the face of Luet­ 
gert. The big sausagemaker returned 
the gaxe of his sister-in-law coolly. 


Mrs. Miller told of the kindly dispo­ 
sition of her sister, and aaeerted th at no 
mother was ever more patient or more 
kind to her children. 
Fred Miller, a 
nephew of Luetgert. and BIcknese, the 
brother of^ Mrs. Luetgert, testified to 
having been frequent visitors at the 
home of ’theLuetgerta and to kindnesses 
they had witnessed Mrs. Luetgert be­ 
stow upon her children.

Four cars smashed 
into kindling 
wood and four others almost a total 
wreck briefly tells the story of a wreck 
of a freight train on the Big Four rail­ 
way at Sodus 
this morning. The 
wreck was [caused by a misplaced 
frog,alleged by the crew of the ditched 
train, to be due to the carelessness of 
the section foreman. 


The train was north bound and run­ 
ning extra and was in charge of Con­ 
ductor William Southern and Engi­ 
neer George S. Scoit. It comprised 18 
cars of coal and a number of empties. 
It was not scheduled to stop at Sodus 
and the train approached the station 
under nearly a full head of steam. 


The only warning to the trainmen 
that the track ahead was unsafe was 
conveyed in a green flag nailed to the 
ties a short distance beyond the point 
where the section men were making 
repairs. 
The -green flag is a sisrnal to 
slow down but there is a heavy grade 
just south of the station and it was im­ 
possible to get the heavily loaded train 
under control in the short distance be­ 
tween the flag and the point where the 
workmen had removed the frog and 
were repairing the track. 


When the section men saw the train 
approaching the frog was placed in 
position but the workmen were not 
given time to spike it down and an 
accident was intivitable. The train was 
thundering along und the engine and 
nine cars passed over the defective 
track before the crash came. 


The continual jarringon the unspiked 
frog threw it out. of position ana the 
ttnih car left the track and ploughed 
along over the ties 
Those following 
crashed into It and four cars were 
heaped into a promiscuous pile, being 
shattered into fragments. The remain­ 
ing cars of the detached portion of the 
train were all badly damaged and the 
wreck will result in a heavy loss to the 
company. 


1*60 main track and the siding were 
torn out and the rails bent and twisted 
in all kinds of sha|>e8. 
The accident 
happened at 9:30 and a few hours later 
the company had several section gongs 
working on the wreck, and this after­ 
noon the wrecking tram is on the 
scene. 
It is expected to get the track 
cleared by 8 o’clock tonight. 


The passengers, baggage and express 
on passenger train No. 25 going south 
at I o’clock a. m. and passenger train 
No. 22, arriving here at 2 o’clock, p. 
m., were transferred at Sodus. 
The 
engine with the nine cars which passed 
over the defective track arrived here 
with the train’s crew at 1 o’clock. 


The wreck is apt to re»ult in the 
suspension of several empluyes. 
The 
trainmen claim that the section men 
should have had a danger signal a 
mile beyond the point where the frog 
was being replaced in which case the 
train would have been stopped.

He was taken on to Minnesota last night. 
Hough and J. M. Clark, the victim, aad 
William Morgan, all of Owatonna, pur­ 
chased a prairie achooner three months 
ago and went on a horse trading tour of 
Iowa and Minnesota. 


Clark was the capitalist of the party 
and in his travela accumulated conalder- 
able money. Three weeka ago the men 
returned In the wagon to Owatonna and 
went Into camp In the yard of the City 
hotel. The morning after their arrival the 
body of Clark, horribly mutilated, was 
found lying near the camp flre. UMiarby 
was a bloody ax. Robbery waa the mo­ 
tive.

Morgan denied all knowl­ 
edge of the murder, but said he believed 
Hough did it, aa the latter had told him 
he Intended robbing Clark whenever he 
got the opportunity.

Tho committee met with success and 
tne funds to pi^y the rent of any of the 
proposed factories was In, sight. 
It 
then occurred to Messrs. l^llhouse & 
Struben that they needed a larger fac­ 
tory and after looking over the Buss 
ana Courtrlght factories they dccidcd 
to purchase the Buss factory, on which 
thiiy had secured a price of tl^jUOO. 


This weetc Mr. Struben came here te 
close the deal. One of their objects in 
decidiag u|ion a large factory was to 
extensively manufacture Prof. Knee­ 
land’s wheelbarrow. When it came to 
making a contract Mr. Kneeland In­ 
sisted that he ought to have half of the 
wheelbarrow profits for his share. The 
firm thought that this was too much 
and offered him a royalty of 15 cents 
per barrow.
